- “At the end of-this wire you will find a 
man,” réad a note found tied.to a stake on 
the lake shore at the foot of Adams street 
last night. A man’s hat covered the end 
of the stick, concealing the bit of paper. ‘A 
wire led out into the water. When hauled 
in @ man’s body was found at the end, 
swathed in coils of the metal rope. It was 
taken to Rolston’s undertaking rooms, where 
it was identified as that of Jacob Kobler, 
818 West Twenty-first street. 

Kobler, who was 60 years of age, dis- 

appeared last Monday, leaving a letter to 

his son with the information that he in- 
‘tended to commit suicide. A description of 
the old man was furnished to the police and 
@ diligent search through the week was 
made for him. The little finger on his left 
hand was described as missing, and by that 
token and a letter in his pocket the dead man 
was identified. 

‘When James’ Murray, a_ watchman, 104 
Eleventh street, found the stake, the note, 
and the wire running out into the darkness 
he thought he had come upon a practical 
joke.” However, he summoned the Harrisaqn 
street policé and Pdlicemen Leahy and

DONE IN SECRET SESSION. 


Transaction Said to Be the 
Largest Ever Closed in 
‘the History of Life 


‘COURT APPOINTS A RECE1VER 


A sensation was sprung in the life insur- 
ance world yesterday afternoon when the 


Northwestern Life Assurance company of 


Chicago, at a meeting of policy-holders in 
Willard Hall in the Woman's Temple, voted 
to go over in a body to the Mutual Reserve 
Fund Life association of New York. It 
is, perhaps, the largest transfer in the his- 
tory of life insurance, involving 28,000 policy-~ 
holders and $65,000,000 of insurance in force. 
Many thousand of the policy-holders live in 
Illinois, Indiana, lowa, Wisconsin, and other 
central Statés. The session at which the 
transfer was made was held behind closed 
doors and a snapshot could not have been 
quicker in closing the deal. 

To make the affair more interesting, Mrs. 
Emma Frank, who holds a judgment of 
$8,053 against the Northwestern Life, after 
the Willard Hall meeting asked for a re- 
ceiver in Judge Chytraus’ court. Stewart 
Goodrell was appointed,,with bond fixed at 
$250,000. The recent heavy mortality of the 
company making a high percentage of loss 
is the reason given for the necessity of join- 
ing forces with a larger and more powerful 
Rose Like a Phenix. 

The Northwestern Life Assurance com- 
pany originally was the Masonic Mutual 
Ald society and rose from the ashes of that 
defunct concern like a phenix. Last De- 
cember it absorbed the Covenant Mutual 
Life association of Galesburg, Ill., formerly 
the Oddfellows’ Mutual Life, and later the 
Northwestern Life association of Chicago 
and two other companies of minor impor- 
tance. 


.C. E. Mabie, who has been a prominent 
figure in life circles through his resuscita- 
tion of involved companies, is the President. 
He: ig slated to become Vice President of 
the Mutual Reserve Fund Life.

ah Planned by Mabie. 

The announcement of the consolidation is 
likely to create a stir among those inter- 
ested, as it presents a surprise that is equal 
to an electric shock. 

The call for the meeting of shareholders 
was couched in conservative terms. Its 
stated purpose was to consider the question 
of reorganizing, reincorporating, or reinsur- 
ing. President Mabie evolved the plan when 
he was Hast recently, and the arrange- 
ments were made with such secrecy that 
not an intimation leaked out during a month 
of negotiations until the meeting yesterday 
afternoon. There were 200 policy-hold 
present in Willard Hall, and when the 
nouncement was read four or five present 
opposed the plan. One member was on hand 
with an attorney, but President Mabie de- 
clined to recognize his legal representative 
and he retired. An injunction was threat- 


ened to prevent the proposed deal, but the. 


majority favored the idea and it was car- 
ried out promptly. There was no oppor- 
tunity to block the plan once it went into 
operation. ‘ 


Simple Work of Transfer. 


The Mutual Reserve Fund Life is an as- 
sessment organization, on a basis similar to 
the Northwestern. . The arrangements com- 
pleted for the transferring of the business 
from one company to anotheraresimple. A 
certificate of assumption is already in the 
mails from the Mutual Reserve to many 
policyholders of the Northwestern, which, 
upon being attached to each individual's 
policy, changes the liability to the New York 
company. Instead of Chicago being the 
main office of the Northwestern Life it now. 
becomes the Western department of the 
Mutual Reserve in the Home Insurance 
Byilding. It was stated at the office of the 
company that all employées would be pro- 
vided for, and that the change would not 
cause any of them to lose their places. 


Explained by President Mabie. 


President Mabie made the following state- 
ment regarding the plan he has engineered: 

“ The consolidation just completed is prob- 
_ably the largest of its kind ever undertaken 
in the history of life insurance. The man- 
agement of each company. has adopted as its 
future standard.the full rates and the full 
standard reserve of the so-called ‘ old line’ 
companies. The amalgamation of the two 
institutions brings under one management 
nearly $225,000,000 of insurance, 100,000 mem- 
bers, assets to the amount of $16,000,000, an 
annual income of $8,000,000, and an annual 
death loss payment of $4,000,000.. It pro- 
tects the insurance of every member of both 
organizations and hazards the interests of 
none. The Mutual Reserve assumes under 
the contract approved by the members of the 
Northwestern all policies or certificates of 
the latter company. It does not assume the 
matured liabilities or take the assets, save 
the actual reserve belonging to each policy. 

“The consolidation has the approval of 
the Insurance department of Illinois, as well 
as. that of those of Texas and Nebraska, and 
has been made strictly in accordance with 
the Dilinois statutes providing for such con- 
solidation or reinsurance. The Mutual Re- 
serve Fund has been in business twenty 
years and has paid in death claims over 
$42,600,000. Frederick A. Burnham is the 
President and George D. Eldridge the Vice 
President and actuary. I will become Vice 
President of the company.” 


Mrs. Franke’s Claim. 

Emma Franke’s application, made 
through Attorney Byron Boyden, for a re- 
ceiver for the Northwestern Life, which re- 
sulted in the selection of Stewart Goodrell by 
Judge Chytraus to wind up the affairs of the 
company, makes a claim for the sum of 
$8,953.75 owing on @& judgment.

OUST HIM FROM OFFICE. 


President of Building Trades Council 
Retired trom Secretaryship He Has 


Held Over Ten Years—Action Con-. 


sidered Indicative of Growing Senti- 

ment Against Policy Pursued by the 
_ Chiefs of the Central Organization— 

Change Effected in Two Weeks. 


By the Gecistve vote of 181 to @ Rawaré 
Carroll, President of the Building Trades 
council, failed of being retained as Financial 
Secretary of the Plasterers’ union, his own 
organization, at its regular election last 
night. In view of the fact that Carroll has 
held this position for over ten years, and 
considering the recent developments in, con- 
nection with the pending labor trouble, his 
defeat now is considered most significant, 
it marks emphatically the growing dissatis- 
faction among the rank and file of thé mqm- 
bers of the Building Trades council with 
the policy pursued by Its officers. 

The rapid growth of this feeling of dis- 
satisfaction is shown by the fact that hardly 
two weeks ago Carroll rallied his supporters 
and easily defeated the attempt then made 
to indorse an agreement with the Building 
Contractors’ association involving with- 
drawal from the Building Trades council. 
Last night he and his supporters were out- 
voted two to one, and the entire one 
ticket wag elected. 


Vote Against Carroll the Largest. 

_ Carroll suffered a more severe defeat than 
any of the others on the ticket with him. 
His successful opponent was John Donlin, 
and the other chief contesta were over the 
offices of President and business agent. In 
the former Hugh Irons defeated M. Lacy 
by a vote of 109 to &2, wlille Charles Brightly 
defeated John Muether’as business agent 
by a vote of 117 to 98. R. Williams was 
elected Vice President and George Carter 
Recording Secretary without opposition. 

These were mere incidents, however, to 
the battle royal over the Financial Secre- 
taryship, and there were, stormy scenes be- 
fore and during the taking of the ballot, 
which developed into a pugilistic contest at 
one time. 


Defeated Man’s View of It. 

Mr. Carroll and his friends declared after 
the meeting that his defeat had no sig- 
nificance so far as the Building Trades coun- 
cil was concerned, and was simply 


a feeling that he had held.the posi R long 
enough. 
Hig opponents, however, did not this 


construction upon it and openly declared it 
was a condemnation of the methods pur- 
sued by the leader of the dig central organi- 
gation. 

That Mr. Carroll and his friends realized 


the significance which would attach to his 


defeat at this time is shown by the pleas

Russia to occupy New-Chwang and march 
troops into the Manchurian territories. 
“Such timely measures, which were ex- 


dlusively prompted by the necessity of ward- 
‘ing off the aggressive acts of the Chinese 


rebels, can in no way testify to any inde- 
pendent plans, which are completely for- 
eign to the policy of the imperial govern- 
ment. | 


Get Out of Manchuria. 
_** As soon'as lasting order shall have been 
established in Manchuria and indispensable 
measures taken for the protection of ratl- 
way construction, which, according to for- 
mal agreement, China assured, Russia will 
not fail] to recall her troops from these ter- 
ritories of the neighboring empire, provided 
the action of other powers does not place 
any obstacle in the way of such a measure. 
“It is manifest that the interests of the 
other foreign powers and international com- 
panies at the port of New Chwang, occupied 
by Russia and open to international trade, 
as also on the railways, which have been 
restored by our troops, remain inviolate and 
are fully assured by the capture of Pekin, 
which, owing to changed circumstances, was 
effected more expeditiously than expected. 
“The first and principal task which the 
imperial government set itself, the deliver- 
ance of the representatives of the powers; 
with all the foreigners besieged, has been 
accomplished. — 
“The second task—namely, assisting in 
the establishment of a legal central govern- 
ment which shall codperate in the reéstab- 
lishment of order and regular relations with 
the powers—appears at present difficult ow- 
ing to the departure from the capital of the 
Emperor and Empress Regent and the 
Tsung-li-Yamen.

EXPLAIN RULE FOR ISLANDS,

Volunteers Soon to Come Home. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 1.—Go far as the 
War department has made any plans for the 
return of ‘the volunteer troops from the 
Philippines, it is intended to commence the 
homeward movement about the middle of 
November. No orders have yet been issued 
on the subject, but it will take practically 
all of the transport service at the command 
of the department to accomplish the return 
of the the31,000 volunteers between the date 
named and Jure 80 of next year, when their 
term of service expires by operation of law.

Dr. E. J. James Returns ‘from 
a Year’s Study of Manici-. 
pal Conditions Abroad. 


General Government Contcols 
the Debt-Making Power and 
Prevents Deficits, 


MUCH HATRED FOR AMERICA 


Dr. Edmund J. Jamea, professor of public 
administration and director of the exten- 
sion division in the University of Chicago, 
returned yesterday from Europe, where he 
has spent a’ year in the study of the 
municipal administration of the cities of 
Germany and France, particularly Berlin 
and Paris. He will use the material thus 
nitro in the preparation of a series of 

tures to be delivered at the university 
and elsewhere, and will also write a book

Better Governed than in America. 

* Buropean cities as a rule are much bet- 
ter governed than those of America,” said 
Professor James. ‘“ The administration is 
conducted on strict business principles, and 
unexpected deficits in the treasury never 
arise, as they so often do dn this country. 
The revenues and expenditures are plan 
for a long time ahead, and the citizens know 
to @ certainty exactly what their financial 
condition will be at the end of the year. 
Furthermore, in the continental] countries 
the cities are under the direct control. of 
the centful government, and they are not al- 
lowed to go deeply into debt or contract for 
things they cannot easily pay for. 


Social Conditions Improved. 
“I was strongly impressed with the fact 
that great cities everywhere accomplish 
ractically the same things, whether in 
urope or America. There has been vast 


nipical provisions which add so much to the 
comfort and happiness of the people. Water 
supplies, electric lighting, solid paving, 
street railway fines, and other like public 
works have made wonderful advances in all 
the large cities of Germany. 


Paris Behind in Improvements. 

’ “ Paris, on the other hand, is ons of the 
worst provided cities in this respect. There 
is only one trolley line, and that is short. A 
large part of this is due to 
the unwillingness of the Parisians to allow 
any innovation which will detract from 
the beauty of their streets. A solution ef 
the difficulty is likely to come through an 
underground railway, which is already par- 
tlally completed. 


_, Berlin’s Fine 
“The drainage system of Berlin was one 
= the things to which I gave epedial atten- 
tion.

The report from Washington of the ap- 
pointment of Cardinal Steinhuber as Prefect 
of the Congregation of the Index in Rome 
was received with considerable interest by 
the Roman Catholic clergy of Chicago. It 
is stated that Cardinal Steinhuber is a man 
ef decided opinions in regard to the fitness 
of certain music for church service and that 


Exercises the Censorship. 


The Congregation of the Index is the high- 
est the church to decide upon 
the permissibility of literature and music 
for the use in churches ahd by Roman Cath- 
olics all over the world. The congregation 
carefully scrutinizes every new book or com- 
position, and if it is considered unfit for the 
use of Roman Catholics on account of its 
anti-Catholic tendency, it is placed on the 
index, which means that the faithful mem- 
bers of the church are forbidden to use it. 
Some books or compositions are put on the 
index unconditionally, while others are pro- 
‘hibited conditionally. The latter is the case 
if the work contains some parts or features 
which are objectionable, but may be elim- 
inated, so as to make it fit and proper in the 
eyes of the congregation. ae 

Has Had No Immediate Effect. 

So far no instructions whatever have been 
received in regard to any proposed changes 
in the character of the music to be used in 
the Roman Catholic churches of this dio- 
cese.. The representative clergymen, for that 
reason, do not feel justified in expressing 
their opinion on the subject, and are ex- 
tremely guarded in their comments upon the 
report from Washington. ~~ 

report from Washington,” said the 
Rev. F. J. Barry, Chancellor and Secretary 
of the Diocese of Chicago, “‘ shows by its 
wording that the author of the telegram did 
not fully understand the situation. He has 
failed to make the meaning of his statements 
For that reason I 
would rather not make any statement on 
the subject before I have received some more 
authentic and explicit information. 

“The music in the Roman Catholic 
churches all over the world is of high stand- 
ing, and little if any ‘operatic’ music is 
used. I consider it highly improbable that 
the authorities of our church will make any 
attempt to limit the repertory of our church 
— to Gregorian chants and Cecilian 
music.” 


Meaning of Report Not Clear, 


“The meaning of:the report from Wash- 
ington,” said Father Rector Dumbach, 8. J., 
“is not at all clear, and it seems to me that 
the writer was not well informed upon the 
subject. What influence, if any, the ap- 
‘spointment of Cardinal Steinhuber to the 
prefecture of the Congregation of the Index 
may have it is impossible to foretell. As to 
the use of ‘ operatic’ music in Roman Cath- 
olic churches, I can only say that, to my 
knowledge, but little music of that charac- 
ter is used in our churches. It is true, there 
are a few selections taken from operas 
which are sung and played on certain occa- 
sions, but I have never heard any serious 
complaint, and do not believe that the use 
of that music has caused any grievance.” 


| Music Might Be Improved. 

* Yes, there is some ‘ operatic’ music used 
in our churches occasionally,’”’ said Father 
A. O'Neill, 8. J., of the Church of the Holy 
Family, ** but not much of it and only in 
rare cases. It is impossible to tell whether 
any change is contemplated, but I consider 
it improbable that-there is any intention to 
confine us exclusively to Gregorian chants 
and Cecilian music.” 

“The telegram from Washington,” said 
Professor Leo Mutter, musical director of 
the Church of the Holy Family, “is too 
vague to make a positive statement in re- 
gard to it. I may say, however, that there 
is room for improvement in the character 
of the music in some of our churches.”

Has Moved from Drexel te Grand Boule-

the Stray Animals of the Furry Sort 
in Chicago—She Also Has Under Con- 
struction Largest Kennels.

Cats temporarily out of work will be 
taken into the Chicago Cat Refuge and per- 
mitted to catch rats for their board. 

Mrs. Norton says that many people outside 
of the city are becoming interested in the 
cat hospital and that she is receiving many 
donations to the cause. Mrs. C, L. Wag- 
oner of Sandusky, O., sent a check for $50 to 
be used in endowing two cots. Wednesday 
is to be receiving day, at which time friends 
of the cats will be permitted to call with 
dainty offerings of Jersey cream and fat 
white mice for the patients. 

Mrs. Norton, who formerly lived at 4011 
Drexel boulevard, has recently removed to 


grounds large enough on which to erect the 
cat refuge and also to erect private cat ken- 
nels, which she says will be the largest in 
the world. Mrs. Norton now has forty cats 
of the Persian and Angora varieties in her

, Physician Who Prolonged Goebel’s Life 
So That He Might Be Sworn In as 
Governor Is Given $10,000. 


Louisville, Ky., Sept. 1.—[Special.]—On ac- 
count of prolonging the life of William 
Goebel long enough for him to be sworn in 
as Governor of Kentucky by Chief Justice 
Hazelrigg Dr. J. N, McCormack of Bowling 
Green will receive a handsome fee.

CROWD BREAKS WINDOW. 

Unexpected Flood of @. A. R. Ex- 
cursion Business in Central 
Joint Agency. 


FURTHER, TIME.“GRANTED. 
_ Jostled, trampled, and crushed by the 
crowds, fainting under the rays of the sun, 
worn by long anxféty over trains that were 
departing without them, thousands of vis- 
itors to the G, A. R. encampment waited for 
hours yesterday in front of the joint agency 
of the Central Passenger association at 258 
South Clark street.

Measures for Relief Taken. 


When news of the crush came to the local 
passenger offices several sent representa- 
tives to inform the visitors that they could 
secure their transportation by calling at 
the office of the road over which they came. 

The number of tickets deposited for ex- 
tension with the Eastern and Western joint 
agencies far exceeded the expectations of 
railroad officials. The time for depositing 
tickets has been extended until tomorrow in 
order to accommodate all the people. 

The number of tickets thus far deposited 
at the Eastern agency exceeds 30,000 and at 
the Western agency 22,000 had been depos- 
ited up to noon. The raliroads had caicu- 
lated on 25,000 tickets for both agencies, the 
same number as were deposited at Phila- 
delphia. 

F. C. Donald, commissioner of the Central 
Passenger association, says the railroads 
were not to blame for the trouble. “ They 
all wanted their tickets at once,’ he said.

“The ‘silver-tongued orator’ from Mis- 

souri calls to the rescue, and declares that 
liberty is about to ‘ lie bleeding in the street,’ 
to use his favored expression; that the Re- 
publican party is about to convert’ our re- 
public into an ‘ imperial’ government, while 
the truth is that, by the election of Mc- 
Kinley President of thé United States, the 
only ‘ imperialism ’ then existing—which was 
the imperialism of poverty—was swept away 
by the genius of prosperity, and today lib- 
erty, prosperity, and progress are the watch- 
words of the Republican party and the 
country.” 
The Senator asked why the Democrats 
should claim a monopoly on the.Fourth of 
July to hold conventions, and denounced the 
party as @ mushroom party with a crop of 
false doctrines springing up in the night. He 
said the nation had in the past paid with lives 
and treasure the penalty of a portion of the 
people in following the doctrines. 

The growth of American trade was re- 
jated, it being held that the commerce with 
the tropics was most important. The build- 
ing of an isthmian canal was urged to build.

Changes Flag for Campaign. 

The speaker then paid his attention to 
Democratic party, saying:

They abound with 
precious minerals and are rich with the 
wealth of the tropics. In our possession they 
may soon become the center of the new com- 
mercial world. 

“The temptation to keep them ts Indeed 
great. Whether or not that: shall be the 
policy of the country in the future or whether 
it is wise to take these islands will be de- 
termined only after mature deliberation, and 
after the question of national authority is 
recognized and these people begin to pursue 
peaceful avocations and are enjoying greater 
prosperity than ever before in their history.” 

That an army of 70,000 men in a nation of 
70,000,000 could presage militarism and serf- 
dom was declared impossible. Also the doc- 
trine that the constitution should follow the 
flag was held unreasonable. The right to 
acquire territory was upheld and Thomas 
Jefferson was quoted as authority on the 
governing of such land under the war power.

The cry of ‘im- 
perialism * will fall harmless at the feet of 
the people of this country, for there is noth- 
ing in it, and the people, as in 18096, will go 
forward in the support of McKinley and 
Roosevelt, protection and sound money, 
taking care of the honor of the nation and 
liberty.

The only expense attached to joining the 
league and getting the §500 upon marriage is 
the $3 entrance fee and various prorata 
assessments for the payment of $500 endow- 
ments from time to time as members get 
married. These assessnients, it is explained 
in the circulars, will amount only to about $25 
during the two years, leaving each mem- 
ber a-profit of approximately $475, there be- 
ing a small percentage of the endowment, of 
course, retained by the officers of the league 
as payment for services.

Assessment Is Small. 

The one-half cent assessment to pay the 
$500 endowment of a marrying member is 
an “infinitesimal amount,” acording to the 
circular. The only danger of large expense 
occurs in the supposititious case that 1,000 
members might take it into their heads to 


‘get married at one and the same time. It 


is not thought, however, that as many as 
1,000 members would be struck simultaneous- 
ly with this bright idea. As 100,000 people 
would be entitled to get married and re- 
ceive their $500 endowments in two years, 
however, the marriages would be at the rate 
approximately of 186 a day. This would 
make the assessments 68 cents @ day, or 
about §250 a year. It is explained in the 
circular, however, that there being an al- 
most illimitable number of marriageable 
people in the country the membership of 
the league would constantly increase, in 
which case the assessments would drop in 
proportion.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 1.—[Special.]— 
Davenport, Ia., showed a healthy growth 
during the last ten years, according to the 
returns of the present census. Its popula- 
tion is now 35,254, a gain of 8,382, or 31.19 per 
cent, over 1890, when it was 26.872. The 
cent, over 1890, when it was 26,872. 

Twice before in its history nas Davenport 
shown a larger increase in the growth of 
population than in the present census. In 
1800, as already indicated, the population |

W. Ruggies, Gen- 
eral Passenger and Ticket Agent, Chicago, 


NORTH SIDE GAS WAR ON 


‘MUNICIPAL BEGINS MAKING 60- 


CONTRACTS. 


One Thousand Signatures Obtained 
on First Day of Invasion of Og¢en 
Territory—Has Leased 
Mains of People’s and Will Buy Its 
Product—President Roger ©. Sulli- 
Yan Says He Will Moet Any Out How 
Concern May Make. 


The gas war on the North Side opened in 
earnest yesterday. The allied forces, con- 
sisting, so the Ogden people say, of the , 
People’s and the new Municipal Gas com- 
pany, were busy all day intrenching them- 
selves in a storeroom on the Clark street 
front of the Plaza Hotel. This is to be the 
geftieral headquarters of the allies, who will 
operate under the command ‘of W. P. Mar- 
tin, the General Manager and First Vice 
President of the Municipal company. 

- “The Ogden people, whose headquarters 
are in the Ashland Block, have made no for- 
ward movement as yet, although Roger C. 
Sullivan, President of the company, issued a 
statement yesterday that may be taken as 
a “defi” to the-allies. President Sullivan 


said: 

“We will meet any cut that the new com- 
‘pany makes in our territory.” 

The disputed territory in which the gas 
war is raging extends from Division street 
to Fullerton avenue and from the lake to 
the Northwestern tracks.

The People’s company will sell’ him gas at 
wholesale, and I understand that the Mu- 
nicipal company will retail {t at 60 cents 
per thousand cubic feet, and perhaps lower. 
The People’s company leases its pipes to the 
Municipal company under the power of a 
charter granted to the People’s Gaslight and 
Coke company by the Legislature in 1865. 
As the Municipal company leases from the 
People’s company, it does not need an ordi-

Dozens of the shirt waists 
were manufactured for him. 

The murder of the King made it impossible 
for the Count of Turin to wear the pretty 
colors and gaudy designs. But he is a man 
of resources, He put them carefully away 
and immediately designed new waists to be 
made up in soft white silks with black 
stripes running through them. These were 
made in a hurry, but with excellent taste, 
and on a proud and happy morning the 
gallant Count appeared, taking his early 
morning walk in the Quirinal palace along 
the Pia Sistina, where so many American 
visitors have their residences, to Pincio, 
the famous public gardens of Rome. . 

It is needless to say that no young Roman

wears a shirt waist. 

A striking innovation which the Count in- 
troduced is the buttons of the waist. In 
one case the buttons are gold coins of the 
realm, ten lire pieces. They are the size of 
the American two and a-half dollar gold 
pleces.

FRENCH CORDIAL TO GERMANS. 


Their Treatment in Marked Contrast to 
That Offered Visitors to Al-

PARIS, Sept. 1.—Over 600 
have visited the Paris exposition since April 
without the. slightest hindrance on the part 
of the French authorities. The presence of 
these officers evokes some bitter comment 
regarding the difference between ‘the treat- 
ment of German officers visiting France and 
French officers desiring to revisit Alnace-Lor- 
raine.

A majority 
of such requests meet with refusal, and even 
where they are eventually granted the for- 
malities are interminable, often rendering the 

unacceptable. 

A former Major in the French army writes 
to the papers that he recently applied for au- 
thorization to enter Alsace-Lorraine, point- 
ing out that he was 63 years of age and had 
retired from the army and wished before he 
died to see his aged sister again and make 
a to the graves of his father and 
mother in the cemetery at Colmar. The reply 
he recétved was an abrupt refusal. The 
Matin, commenting on this, says:

He has not only succeeded 
in seeing his client for the first time since 
her incarceration . but since-has secured for 
Mrs. Maybrick an interview with her moth- 
er (Baroness de Roques).

JUDGE YATE® POLICY. 

The formal opening of the Republican 
Gubernatorial campaign took place at Jack- 
sonville yesterday. ‘There Judge Yates 
made to his fellow-townsmen a speech, 
parts of which are printed elsewhere in 
today’s paper.

GOOD FALL TRADE ASSURED. 

There is at present a noticeable renewal 
of activity in all the leading lines of busi- 
ness. The iron and steel trade, which is the 
pulse of general business, has finally re- 
newed its suspended activity. The recent 
reduction from the abnormally high prices 
of last spring has again brought manufac- 
turers and consumers together. The clos- 
ing days of August were the best of the 
summer and of the year thus far in the iron 
and steel trade. . Values at last have 
reached a stable and reasonable basis, and 
all authorities agree that this industry has 
entered upon an era of moderate and steady 
activity with all the necessary staying qual- 
ities. Orders are again being placed with 
the mills, and in some lines, such as mer~- 
chant steel, the manufacturers have orders 
enough to keep them busy many months. 
There is every assurance of a good fall 
trade.

The 
continuance of prosperity is shown by the 
comparatively few failures recorded in Au- 
gust. Commercial failures in the United 
States during that month were 785, with 
liabilities of $7,828,008. ‘This is the best 
monthly statement for 1900 thus far, 
though not quite so good as or the 
corresponding month in 1899 and ih 1898. 
In August of 1896, however, when business 
was similarly disturbed by election uncer- 
tainties, commercial failures were 1,107 in 
number and $28,008,637 in amount. The 
liabilities now are only one-quarter of what 
they were then. 
The consensus of opinion in commerci 
circles is that the general downward tend- 
ency of the last five months has ceased and 
that the only obstacle in the way of com- 
plete recovery is the doubt attending the 
Presidential election. The activity of ia- 
dividual manufacturers is measured almost 
exactly by their views of what the result 
will be in November. Those who believe 
firmly that there will be no change in the 
administration are going ahead confidently.

THE PRICE OF ANNEXATION. 
Some years ago Boston took in a number 
of thriving adjacent towns. ~After they had 
n a part of the city long enough to show 
clearly the effect of their incorporation on 
the finances of the municipality the conclu- 
sion was reached that in many ways annexa- 
tion did not pay. It was discovered that 
when a suburb was taken in the salaries of 
its employés had to be raised to the Boston 
standard, and that there was an immediate 
demand for city improvements, which the 
limited revenues of that suburb when inde- 
pendent had not permitted it tomake. In 
short, it was discovered that the expendi- 
tures on account of the annexed towns ex- 
ceeded the revenues derived from them. 
Therefore it was resolved to expand no 
more. 
The experience of Boston has been that 
of Chicago. The financial difficulties of the 
latter are due in good part to the fact that 


much territory, which /.upplies in the way 
of taxes decidedly less than the expense of 
governing it. e difference has to come 
out of the-revenues derived from the old 


| city. If Fullerton avenue had remained 


the northern, Thirty-ninth street the south- 
ern, and Crawford avenue. the western 
boundary of Chicago there would be no 
complaint today of scanty revenues. The 
present rate of taxation on the valuable 
property within those boundaries would sup- 
ply money enough when expended exclusive- 
ly within them to keep the streets and alleys 
clean and well paved, to maintain bridges 
and other public works in good condition, 
and to make improvements which are im- 
possible now. 

But for annexation the old city would have 
been small, rich, clean, and comfortable, 
and better built up than it is now, because 
life within its confines would have been 
more agreeable, It would have had a much 
smaller population than the present city, 
but it would have had over a million. The 
city would have been encompassed by towne 
which would hare kept their expenses with- 
in their modest incomes. They would have 
paid their employés less than the Chicago 
scale of wages, while getting about as good 
service. They would have found it quite 
easy to get along without some of the im- 
provements which their inhabitants thought 
absolutely necessary when they became 
Chicagoans. | 

Pn the other hand, it cannot be denied 
that a large population gives a city prestige. 
It is an advertisement, even though it may 
| not be worth the price paid for it. But for 
its annexations Chicago would be outranked 
by Philadelphia and would not fill so large 
a epace in the eyes of the public. This is 
not all, however, that can be said in defense 
of annexation. Had Hyde Park, for in- 
stance, ned a separate municipalitY 
the street railroad company would have 
kept on charging another fare when a pas- 
senger went north or south of Thirty-ninth 
street. Other roads having charters from 
two municipalities would have done like- 
wise, and the facilities which suburban resi- 
dents have now for reaching down-town 
stores would have been poorer than they 
are, to the loss of those stores. The saving 


is not easily calculated, but itis great. 
‘ Some of the annexed towns, had they re 
mained independent, would not have been 
able to stand the expense of an adequate 
water supply system. The lack of such a 
system would have checked the growth of 
population and would have been the cause 
of epidemics, which would have spread be- 
yond the territory in which they originated. 
There is economy in placing in the control 
of one governing body the task of supplying 
with water all who live within the present 
limits of Chicago.

THROUGH STREET CAR ROUTES. — 
More than year ago Tae Trisune, in 
discussing the rapid transit service of 
Greater New York, predicted “ the linking 


of the two boroughs (Brooklyn and Man- 
hattan) at the New York end of the Brook- 
lyn bridge, where the Brooklyn lines now 
end, and whege the corresponding systems 
on. either level would require but a few 
rail lengths to effect their union.” Pre- 
cisely this project is now being discussed in 
New York. . : 

As at present operated, both the sur- 
face and the elevated lines of Brooklyn 
cross the bridge and terminate at its west- 
ern end. The congestion is, of course, ex- 
cessive at this point, and it thus becomes 
the‘ most conspicuous instance anywhere 
to be found in the country of the illogical- 
ness and inconvenience of “ down-town 
terminals.” 

There is no reason in the world why 
every passenger from Brooklyn should be- 
gin and end his car ride at this particular 
spot. Itd not correspond closely with 
his destination, the ramifying tracks of 
the Botough of Manhattan are directlyat 
hand, and if the Brooklyn cars, instead of 
Rit stopped arbitrarily at this awkward 
point, were simply continued over those 
tracks in various directions, the passengers 
would be distributed gradually, and this 
would mean that they would be furthered 
accordingly in their journeys. 

It seems strange that it should have 
taken so long to induce a demand in the 
New York press that the bridge should 
be treated in respect to cars precisely as 
it is in respect to teams and pedestrians 
—namely: as a street. There is no more 
reason why cars from Brooklyn should stop 
‘at the end of the bridge than gare is why 
cats, both surface and eleva from the 
North Side of Chicago, should stop at the 
south k of the Chicago River. The 
cause in Brooklyn case is, on the one 
hand, divided management, and, on the 
other, the fetich which has been made 
of the idea that car lines should have ter- 
tinale in the business district.

It cannot be construed in any 
way so as to admit of any sparring exbibi- 
tion. Until it in turn shall be repealed 
and some less rigid statute put in its place 
exhibitions of this kind in New York will 
be at an end.

THE RAILROAD OBJECT LESSON AGAIN. 
Tus Tarstwe has already commented 
upon the remarkable increase in the num ber 
of men employed by the railroads of the 
country and the wages paid them during the 
four years that have passed since the last 
‘Presidential campaign, as set forth in the 
report recently made to the Railway and 
Telegraph Employés’ Political league of 
Illinois... The increase in both directions, 
however, was only calculated to the close of 
the year ending June 30, 1890, and was 
stated in comparison with the depressed 
conditions four years previous to this date.

The Northwestern road reports an in- 
crease of 8,525 men’ employed on June 80, 
1900, over the number employed in 1896, 
and an increase of $5,845,267 of wages. 
The [llinois Central pay-roll shows an in- 
crease of 8,788 men and $5,792,540 of wages. 
The Rock Island employs 2,105 more men 
in 1900 than it did during the last Presi- 
dential campaign and pays $1,864,086 more 
wages. The reports of other roads running 
from here have not yet been finished, but all 
of them give the assurance that there will 
be a large increase in both directions. The 
total increase of the three roads mentioned 
has been 19,368 and of wages paid $18,001,- 
893. When all the reports come in-the in- 
crease at the close of the year ending June 
80, 1900, will be found considerably to eur- 
pass the showing for the year ending June 
80, 1899, though at the last named date the 
increase had reached the unprecedented fig- 
ures of $77,469,635 paid to labor and 143,- 


890 more men employed. 


At no time in the history of the United 
States have so many men been employed 
in the railroad service as now. At no time 
has such a great sum of money been paid 
in wages. The increase is due to the in- 
creased business of the roads, which has re- 
sulted from the expanding conditions of the 
general business of the country, consequent 
upon the progressive and enlightened policy 
of the Republican party. It is absurd to 
say that this prosperity would have pre 
vailed had Mr. Bryan been elected four 
years ago. Prosperity is never coincident 
with dishonest money and an unsound finan- 
dal policy. The Bryan heresy would have 
deranged business, paralyzed industry, 
blocked all the wheels of commerce, and 
eventually plunged the country into bank- 
ruptey. He must be a short-sighted person 
who does not see this, and who does not 
know that if Bryan is elected this fall the 
tide of prosperity will be checked and soon 
turn the other way. ‘The people of the 
great Western States through which these 
roads pass, and of Mr. Bryan’s own State, 
will study this object lesson in railroad 
‘prosperity and vote to continue it. 


i THE PUBLIC BATHS MOVEMENT. 

The present decade marks the beginning 
of the movement for indoor public baths in 
this country. Chicago led off seven years 
ago with the first example of a free, all-the- 
year-round public bath. Indoor public 
baths have long been in existence in Great 
Britain and on the continent, but a small 
charge is usually made for their use. The 
“Mather street bath, however; in the Nine 
teenth Ward, was opened in 1893, with no 
charge even for soap and towel. 

It was a cheap building, erected on leased 
land, at a cost of only $10,000 or $12,000, 
and containing seventeen showers, together 
with one tub bath. It was @lso provided 
with family quarters for the superintend- 
ent. Two or three years later Buffalo fol- 
lowed with a free public bath, much after 
the same order, andgbout three years ago 
a second bath of more than double the 
capacity indicated was erected at Went- 
worth avenue and Thirty-ninth street 
this city. 

About the same time there was opened in 
Brookline, Mass., an admirable example, 
and apparently the only one so far on this 
side of the water, of an indoor public bath 
with swimming facilities. Beside shower 
and tub baths this institution, which cost 
about $40,000, contains a large swimming 
tank and an extra one of smaller size for 
learners. There is a charge ranging from 
five cents to 25 cents, but two days a week 
are free. 

Then, in 1898, came the Dover street bath 
in Boston, built by the city at a cost of 
$86,000, and standing, so far as appoint- 
ments go, in quite another class from those 
mentioned. Aside from its lack of a swim- 

‘ming pool, it is the finest public bath in this 
and perhaps in any country. There is a 
chargé to users of one cent for soap and one 
cent for towel. There are also indoor bath- 
ing facilities in Boston in connection with 
the city’s outdoor gymnasium at the 
Charlesbank and its three indoor gymna- 
siums. One of the new public school build- 
ings has a swimming tank attached. 

Private enterprise has had an important

PREVENTION OF ACCIDENTS. — 

The occurence on Tuesday of six fatal 
accidents in this city, two ef them in con- 
nection with street cars, challenges public 
attention to the want of official efforts 
toward the prevention of accidents. There 
is, as Tue Trisune has recently suggest- 
ed, an apparent lack in our public system, 
by reason of which the causes of accidents 
are not properly inquired into and made 
the object of intelligent preventive meéas- 
ures. There is provision for keeping records 
concerning them rather than for making 
those records the basis for appropriate re- 

For example, a man was knocked off the 
footboard of a South Halsted car on Friday 
night by a passing load of scrap iron and 
killed. But this accident will set in mo- 
tion no inquiries or measures directed 
against the recurrence of such accidents. 
The following routine takes place instead: 
The police announce the case at the sta- 
tion, it is reported at headquarters, thence 
it is sent at the end ofthe month im an 
alphabetical list of “ trolley caraccidents ” 
to the City Blectrician, it goes to the Health 
department, and at the end of the year it 
is submitted to the Mayor. The Coroner is 
likewise called into service for an inquest. 
He summons a jury, they render a verdict 


as to the cause of death, he records this,” 


and in due course reports it to the Coun- 
ty Commissioners. With all this ma- 
chinery of officialism, nothing is done, at- 
tempted, or even deliberated upon by the 
officials to put a stop to footboard acci- 
dents or to reduce their number. Among 
this circle of public servants no one makes 
it his business, for e#ample, to count up 
this class of accidents, arrange the facts in 
a forcible manner, and propose measures 
of relief, nor does it appear that any one 
of them considers it his duty so todo. In- 
deed, it may be an open question whether 
any one of them is legally charged speci- 
fically with such duty, and herein consists 
the lack mentioned. © 
To charge the Aldermen, however, as the 
general guardians of the public welfare, 
with such duty, is to invoke too remote 
responsibility. Some administrative officer 
ought not merely to. record such accidents 
and their causes but to analyze those causes 
and to propose methods for reducing their 
frequency. At present the Health depart- 
ment is sure such preventive efforts do rot 
belong to it, the Police department asserts 
a like exemption, and the Coroner is posi- 
tive that his function in case of fatalities 
has been completed when he has ascertained 
the “cause of death.” 

If, however, there is a lack in respect 
to the definite assignment of the duty in- 
dicated, it would appear to be the part 
of the Mayor, as the codrdinating head 
over the city government, to detect such a 
hiatus and to suggest a mode of correc- 
tion. Will he propose: some official in 
whom responsibility shouldbe definitely 
lodged for treating accidents. not merely es 
items to. be recorded but.as events to be 
forestalled?

read little else than American newspapers, and will never visit England 
‘even if they desired todoso. The truth is that to most Americans, with the 


exception of those who claim English descent, England is at present es- - 


sentially a foreign country which the United States has beaten once in 
war, fought twice, and may perhaps have to fight again. 

We English forget that till quite recently England has never approached 
the United States except to quarrel with her. But that is a fact which 
every American boy learns at school. And, as our boys naturally play at 
giving the French another’touch of Waterloo, so they indulge in mimic 
memories of Lexington and Yorktown, of Paul Jones off Flamborough 
Head, or of Perry on the great lakes. A distinguished English states- 
man did, indeed, remark the other day that the Américans, were only 
juat beginning to discover how truly bis eoustrymen loved thet.

In the meantime, practically nothing has been done for the large res- 
dence district which has become gradually depopulated by the opening 
ap of the suburban zone.

- And lastly, adulteration depletes the pocketbook. The consumer pays 
for something he does not get. He gets something worth less than he pays. 
He asks for butter fat; he gets kidney fat. He requests lard; he procures 
cotton seed oil. He calls for honey; he is handed glucose. He orders jelly; 
he is served starch. She pleads for ice cream; she eats crystal fake. Some 
one has taken an illegitimate profit. The loss-falls on the consumer, al- 
though he may be just as well satisfied as if he had secured his money's 
worth. The unearned increment lines the vender’s pockets, who will not 
hesitate to reinvest it to defeat food legislation or the enforcement of food 
laws. 

It might naturally be supposed that the merchant would be hostile to 
food laws. Such is not thecase. In States such as Illinois, where the 
grossest food adulteration held high carnival—where it was practically im-

else than a mere act of common justice. Surely it is a historical fact 
that the unanimous support we gave the United States in the Spanish 


war was our first real national expression of friendship towards that 
country. That has unquestionably done much to diminish both the dislike 
and the indifference of the average American for England. Still, nations 
have short memories for benefits. Favors are soon forgotten by those vast 
shifting masses of individuals, while injuries sink deep and are repeated 
from generation to generation, At present the American is, indeed, more 
inclined to be friendly towards us than ever before. He will not, indeed, 
hear of the word “ alliance,” and he has no intention whatever of fighting 
in our wars of self-interest. But he is more ready now than before to 
listen to the immense prophecies towards mutual good will which reside 
“in his possession of a language, institutions, and political traditions that 
are common both to him and us, What can England do to avail herself of 
this great opportunity? The answer to that question seems to be social 
rather than political. Politically, of course, we never did better for the 
increase of favorable relations between ourselves and the United States 
than we have done during the last five years. To have consented to settle 
the Venezuelan difficulty by arbitration, to have upheld alone the United 
States against the sympathy of Burope with Spain, and to have un- 
grudgingly conceded the right of the United States to make and hold the 
canal across the isthmus—these are actions which have all helped on the 
cause of England in the United States. These political chances do not, 
however, often oceur. But there ig a social opportunity which is always 
with us. Not a little but a large part of the dislike of the average Amer- 
jean for the Englishman springs from one of our most notorious charac- 
teristics. Our ineffable condescension, our conviction that our least criti-

“To begin with I am a spiritualist from the Ff 


ground up,” he said. “And why wouldn't 
Ibe? I have seen many spirits as plain as 
T now see you, and so have my wife and my 
boy. Why, right here in this pilot-house 
Thave seen them. It is many years since 
my uncle died: One night some one woke 
me up, telling me the tug was wanted. I 
Saw a shadowy form in the door and ran to 
gee who it was and there was no one to be 
geen. A few minutes later a call came from 
the office that I was to go out after a tow. 
Alittie later, while I was at home, my uncle 
appeared to me and told me it was he who 
called me. He has often done it since, com- 
ing in a few minutes before the tug is to be 
needed. 


EXPECTS TO FIND CHICORA. . 
“Maybe you'll believe all this when I lo- 
ate the Chicora for you. Yes, sir, now you 


find it yet. I was visited one day by Johp 
Ericson. Didn’t know him at first, for I 
hadn’t seen him since he was killed in 1896- 
Knew him in a minute, though. 

“* I'm a-goin’ to find the Chicora for you,’ 

How’'ll I know?’ I asked. | 

“* Well, I'm coming back to see you again 
and locate it on paper. But if you pass over 
the spot before that I’ll strike you with a 
chill and throw you to the floor of the pilot- 
house so you'll know it’s the place.’

As all river men know, John Ericson was 
fireman in the tug T. T. Morford when the 
boller of that vessel exploded in 1896.

“There is really little popularly known 
about spirits and spiritualism,” continued 
Captain Groh. “As a matter of fact, the 
dead are all about us and are ready and will- 
ing to render us any possible service. My 
niece, who lives at my house, sometimes sees 
whole dozens of them in the room about her. 
These spirits she consults on every personal 
matter. Why, the largest dry goods mer- 
chant on State street is a spiritualist, and 
always eonsults his spirit guide before un- 
dertaking any enterprise. Like many well- 
known society women he has a cabinet in his 
own home at which he holds private séances. 
Queen Victoria is a spiritualist, and has a 
regular medium always in attendance, 
through whom she consults. the dead Prince 
Consort whenever anything of moment is on 
foot.

Captain Groh looked with dreamy eyes out 
through the window of the pilot-house.

the Spaniards who had destroyed them. So 
with Stines. He may be showing how he 
and his crew. went to their death. I have 
often heard of these ships, and yet, strange 
as it may seem, I have néver seen them 
myself.

He bases his claim on thé fact that in the 
Oregon Republican State convention of 1889 
he introduced the resolution which made 
Horace Greeley a delegate-at-large from 
Oregon to the Republican National conven- 
tion. Greeley defeated Seward in the con 
vention, Seward’s defeat gave the nomina- 
tion to Lincoln, and Mr. Conner figures it 
that if he had not offered Greeley’s name in 
the Oregon convéntion the New York editor 


would not have been a delegate, and could, | 


not have worked as effectively as he did 


against Seward, who might then have been ~ 


nominated, instead of Lincoln. M:. Conner 
does not claim all, or even half, the credit 
for Lincoln’s nomination, and the subse 
quent events; yet, he says, the web which 
‘was completed at the Chicago convention 
bad its origin in his resolution in the Oregon 
convention, and the tracer must finally ar 
rive there. : 
‘How Greeley Was Chosen. 

Here is Mr. Conner’s own story of how he 

did it: 


“ Just before the civil war I, with buts 


few others in Oregon, was known as a Stal- 
wart Abolitionist. Believing the life of our
